T. C. White, raisin inspector for the 


association, in making the rounds on 
his work has discovered something of 
great interest to the raisin growers. At 
nearly all the packing houses raisins 
aro brought in, in which there arc a few 
buuches or berries not dry. These are 
mixed with the others in the sweat 
boxue. They are usually very large 
bunches, which did not dry as quickly 
as the smaller bunches on tho saino 
tray; but the grower did not take the 
piiiuo to pick off the underdry berries 
nor take olf the uuderdry buuches from 
the tray, but poured alt into the sweat 
boxes together and hauled them to the 
packing houte, not thinking that a few 
underdry bunches 
or berries would 


make any difference. 


But they do make a difference, and it 


is a very serious difference. 
Yesterday 


three stx-horee wtigouloads of raisins 
were rejected by the packing houses, 
ami were sent back to have the under- 
dry grapes sorted out. Otherwise the 
raitiimj were all right. 


The reason, for refusing to receive 


them is. that when underdry raisins are 
packed with others the pack .is faulty, 
and the inspector refuses to put the 
brand of the association on them. The 
'packer does not dure sell them without 
she association's brand, for by so doing 
be would forfeit his guaranty check. 
The raisins are useless. The packer 
cannot sell them. It is all because a few 
uuderdry ruisins are mixed with the 
there. The association is determined 


keep the pack up to the standard^ 


nd to build a reputation which shall 
e useful for all time. When the brand 
oes on raising, that shall be a guaranty 
lat they are exactly what they are 
epresented to be 
The growers can very easily eort out 


_ie raisins which are not quite dry. 
,'hen the trays are stacked, and aro 
eady for the sweat box, the uuderdry 
erries can bo picked from each tray 
id laid aside for further drying. H 
akes but a moment for each tray, and 
ie expense is • almost nothing in com- 
arison with having whole loada re- 
urncd from the packing houses. 
The uuderdry raisins arc uuiially on 
ery large nnd line bundles, and are the 
ust of all, il properly cured. They are 
lusters. By laying them aaide for fur- 
tier curing, a few boxes of lino four 
rowns will be had, and the difference 
n price will pay for the sorting.
